These  lectures  are  given  on 
Tuesdays  at  eleven  o'clock  in  Room  28,  Orrington  Lunt  Library,  and 
attendance  on  them  releases  the  student  from  one  hour  a  week  of 
Physical  Training. 


COURSES  IN  ARTS  OR  SCIENCE  AND  MEDICINE. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  courses  in  the  Medical  School  listed  on 
page  38  of  this  Bulletin,  which  may  be  elected  for  credit  toward  a 
bachelor's  degree.  These  courses  are  open  to  students  who  have 
been  in  residence  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  doing  full  work  for 
at  least  one  year,  and  who  have  on  record  sixty  hours  of  credit, 
including  the  required  studies  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  course  for 
a  bachelor's  degree  and  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Med- 
ical School.  Students  electing  them  for  credit  toward  a  medical 
degree  must  first  register  as  Medical  Students  with  Professor 
C.  B.  Atwell,  Adviser  to  Medical  Students,  Room  21,  University  Hall, 
and  such  students  pay  the  regular  Medical  School  fees.

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Physical  training  is  required  of  all  undergraduates  during  their 
first  year  of  residence,  but  in  case  of  physical  disability,  properly 
attested,  the  student  may  be  released  from  this  requirement  at  the 
request  of  his  parents  or  guardian;  such  release,  however,  can  be 
had  only  by  vote  of  the  Committee  on  Gymnasium  and  Physical 
Training. 

The  character  of  the  work  for  each  student  is  determined  by  the 
department  after  careful  consideration  of  his  individual  needs,  and 
it  may  include  athletic  sports,  swimming,  or  indoor  gymnastics,  but 
in  all  cases  the  requirement  is  three  hours  a  week  for  one  year. 

The  work  in  Physical  Training  appears  as  a  regular  part  of  the 
student's  registration.

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FEES  AND  EXPENSES. 


Matriculation  Fee. — Every  student  on  first  entering  the  College 
of  Liberal  Arts  is  required  to  pay  a  matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars. 
This  fee  is  paid  but  once  and  is  not  returnable. 

Fees  for  Undergraduates. — At  the  beginning  of  each  semester 
undergraduate  students  are  required  to  pay  fees  for  instruction  and 
incidentals  as  shown  in  the  following  tables:

$27.50  a  semester  for  incidentals. 

Laboratory  Fees. 

Students  pursuing  laboratory  courses  are  charged  additional  fees 
varying  with  the  department.  These  are  to  cover  the  cost  of  mate- 
rials consumed  and  the  use  of  special  apparatus.  They  are  not  re- 
funded if  the  student  continues  in  the  course  as  long  as  ten  days. 

In  the  Chemical  Laboratory  the  fee  is  in  the  nature  of  a  deposit, 
an  account  being  kept  of  materials  used  and  unexpended  balances 
being  returned  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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Student  Enterprises — A  fee  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a  semes- 
ter is  charged  all  undergraduates  for  general  student  activities. 
This  fee  secures  to  the  student  admission  to  all  athletic  games  and 
oratorical  contests  under  the  control  of  faculty  committees. 

Resident  Nurse — A  fee  of  two  dollars  a  semester  is  charged 
women  students  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  resident  in  approved 
houses,  not  their  own  homes,  to  cover  the  services  of  the  Resident 
Nurse. 

Late  Registration — A  fee  of  two  dollars  is  charged  students  regis- 
tering after  the  first  Thursday  in  the  semester. 

Changes  in  Registration — A  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  for  any 
change  in  registration  after  the  first  full  week  of  a  semester. 

Special  Examinations — A  fee  of  two  dollars  is  charged  for  each 
examination  taken  at  a  time  other  than  that  provided  in  the  regular 
schedule. 

Graduation  Fee — A  fee  of  ten  dollars  is  charged  persons  taking 
any  degree  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts.  This  fee  is  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  May  of  the  year  of  graduation. 

Students  Registered  in  Tivo  Departments— A  student  whose  pri- 
mary registration  is  in  another  department  of  the  University,  pays 
the  fees  of  that  department  and  may  register  in  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  without  additional  fees  for  tuition  for  such  courses  as  may  be 
approved  by  both  faculties  concerned.  Such  students  pay  the  matricu- 
lation fee  on  their  first  admission  to  the  University,  and  but  once, 
but  are  liable  for  the  special  fees  in  laboratory  courses. 

Students  in  the  Evanston  Academy  taking  College  courses  not 
required  for  admission  pay  regular  College  fees. 

Refunds — No  fees  for  instruction  or  incidentals  will  be  refunded 
except  in  cases  of  sickness.  If  on  account  of  his  serious  illness  a 
student  withdraws  before  the  middle  of  a  semester,  one-half  of  his 
tuition  fee  will  be  refunded,  provided  he  secures  from  the  Dean  a 
statement  of  honorable  standing,  and  from  a  physician  a  certificate 
that  his  health  will  not  permit  him  to  remain  in  attendance.  Appli- 
cation for  a  refund  must  be  made  before  the  close  of  the  semester  for 
which  the  fee  was  paid. 

FEES  IN  THE  GRADUATE  SCHOOL. 

Tuition  Fees — The  tuition  fees  for  graduate  students,  whether 
resident  or  non-resident,  are  determined  by  the  number  of  hours  of 
instruction  taken.  The  fee  is  five  dollars  a  year  for  each  year-hour 
of  credit  which  the  course  bears;  the  total  amount  of  tuition  fees  in 
any  one  year  shall  not,  however,  exceed  forty  dollars. 

Graduate  students  pay  the  same  laboratory  fees  as  undergrad- 
uates. 

Assistants  pay  the  regular  tuition  fees.  Fellows  and  Graduate 
Assistants  are  released  from  laboratory  fees  in  their  primary  depart- 
ments, except  that  Assistants  in  Chemistry  pay  for  materials  con- 
sumed. 


All  bills  for  fees  are  made  out  at  the  Begristrar's  office  in  University  Hall. 
Payment  is  made  at  the  Business  Manager's  Office,  518  Davis  Street,  Evans- 
ton.  Checks  should  be  made  pa.vable  to  "Northwestern  University,"  and  all 
paymentA  should  he  made  In  currency  or  in  Chicago  exchange. 
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
